There were two robberies com- 
mitted near to each other Tuesday 
iii^lit, one at Nortonvilie and one 
attempted at Barnsley. At Nor- 
tonvilie the ins.s was ^23 10 and an 
overcoat. At Uarnealy the bur- 
Klara wera aurpriaed and left so 
c]uickly that they left an overcoat 
behind. One of the men was shot 
while trying to i scape at the lat- 
ter place and he is now in jad at 
Madisonville. He gives his name 
as Frank Roberts, says bia home 
IS in Kentucky but would BOt say 
further than that when teen in 
jail. He did not want to become 
properly identified, tvidenlly, 
hence it is not at all probabU; ihat 
hegavc l'iiK iUi his rinlit name. 
He is not u hardened criminal and 
seemed afiecti d when asked about 
his home. He received a bullet 
in his left leg above ihe knee, the 
bullet ranging downward, and had 
proper aurgical attention, having 
been visited by a Madisonville 
physician alter his 'ncarccration. 
The prisoner is something over 30 
vears old, about six feet tall,rather 
large features and thick lipt, large 
gray or light blue eyea, emooih 
face, dark curly hair ahot with 
gray and rather ruddy complexion, 
weighs perhaps 170 pounds. 

Circmistances indicate that the 
I two rot)lirrits arc closely connect- 
td. The Nortonvillo robbery 
seems to have occurred between 9 
and 10 o'clock. The night opera- 
tor at Nortonvilie is W. S. Gardi- 
ner, whoae home is in Elizabeth- 
town, Ky., a bright )Oung man 
of atiout 16 yeara. He does the 
iiiuht wutk fur both the Illinois 
nti il Riul Louisville and Nash- 
viih r(?:ii!s. In an interview with 
him lie said h<.' was cniiiinuoualy in 
the I. C. ofhce aftir supper until 
he waa called to the L. & N. office 
to take a train order tor freight due 
gomg south about 9:57. While 
taking the order the I. C. Agent, 
T. K. l.iitts, came in and asked 
him (or ihe keys trt tin; oflice 
I'rcscntl), and luforo Gardirter 
finished with the train order, Agent 
Lutes c»mc back and aaked Gardi- 
ner what had t>econM cf the cash 
The agent had discovered the loss 
Gardiner bad not been about the 
cash drawer that evening, having 
110 occasion to sell tickets or make 
change. Ciarduier thought the 
loMx ry probably occurred while 
all were at supper. 

Mr. Liii/ said that he had the 
habit of going to the office tl^^ last 
thing every night to see if every- 
thing waa all right. Following 
that custom he went about 10 
o'clock uiiil louked around. He 
ncjticcd the cash drawar was awry 
and an examination showed it had 
been forced. He said there was 
$33.10 gone. It wai found that 
the operator's overcoat waa also 
missing. It was a black overcoat 
with velvet collar and >f small size 
to fit a sixteen year old boy. Agent 
Liitz thought robbery could not 
have occurred except at the time 
Gardiner was in the L. 8t N. office. 

A number of tramps were seen 
about Nortonvilie that day and 
evening. The wounded prisoner at 
Madisonville admitted in a conver- 
sation that he was at Nortonvilie 
Tuesday evening, and said he got 
there about 3 p. m. and left about 

dark. 

After being %hot the man man- 
aged to go down the roia4 >s 
far as the saw qiiU near Mortons 
Gap, where be waa found by some 
of h,s ^ursurers, arrested by Mar- 
shal Dunning, of Darnsley, and Was 
taken to that place. 

Operator Gardiner and Agent 
Lut4 are hoping that it mav be 
proven the prisoner ia one of the 
men they want. He bad aon^e $6 in 
caah when captured.

It means 
that they want those of us who are 
charged with the administration of 
the government to see to it that 
the war was not in vain, and that 
the just fruits of our achievements 

on land and sea shall not be lost."

commissioner of labor was author- 
ised and directed to investigste 
and report upon the effect of the 
use of the machinery upon labor 
and the cost of produetion> the 
relative productive power of hand 
and machine labor, the cost of 
manual and machine power aa they 
are used in the productive indus- 
tries, and the effect upon wages ol 
the use of machinery operated by 
women iind children; and further, 
whether changes in the creative 
coats of products are due to a lack 
or to a surplus of lalior or the in- 
troduction of power machinery. 
Since that time the investigation 
has lu cn in progress, and the re- 
sults are published in the thirteenth 
annual report of the commissioner 
for TS98. The facts obtained are 
extremely interesting, but unfor- 
tunately for those who have long 
taken opposite sides on this qucs 
tion of whether machinery has 
worked a benefit or an injury to 
laborers. Commissioner Wright 
observes that the statistical method 
is not conclusive in determining 
whether waives have been bettered 
or lowered through machinery 
since so many other factors insvit 
ably enter into the problem of 
wages. 

The statistics prove one or two 
things, however, beyond the possi- 
bility of dispute: The first is that 
machinery has lowered the cost of 
manufactured products, and sec- 
ondly it has increased the number 
of persons required to produce the 
articles considered in the report, 
embracing six hundred and seventy- 
eight in which hand and machine 
labor could be best contrasted. 
This means that machinery has 
given a far greater number of per- 
sons employment ^than though 
nothing but hand labor were still 
in use. But all this does not settle 
conclusively the real effect of ma- 
chinery upon wages. The fact is 
that the problem of wages contains 
so many and so diverse factora that 
no one factor can he honestly said 
to be a controlling one — not even 
the great specific known as a pro- 
tective tariff. But whatever be the 
truth as to wages, machinery has 
come to stsy. We could not sbol- 
tsh it if we would. How things 
can be adjusted so that it shall not 
cheapen wages at the same time it 
it is cheapening products and in- 
creasing the number of wage seek- 
ers is the greet unsolved problem 
which all good citizens ought tO be 
interested in settling. 



The l<ixht to Labor. 

From Bradttraet'i. 

It is not a little singular that a 
definition of the limits of the rights 
of striking employes in influencing 
the action of others should be re- 
garded as necessary, at this com- 
paratively late day, but such a 
ilLfinition was recently asked for 
from the United States Circuit 
Court at Cleveland, Ohio. .An ap- 
plication was made for an injunc- 
tion to prevent the striking em- 
ployes of a corporation for interfer- 
ing with other operatives employed 
by the company. The sitting judge 
granted an injunction in an opinion 
in which he laid down the doctrine 
that the right to labor is not only a 
right of property but a right of 
liberty, which is enjoyed by the 
citizen as his birthright, and that 
one of the most important rights of 
labor IS that of an unobstructed 
access to the place where the labor 
IS to be performed. The injunction 
in terms restrained ibt atrikers 
from interfering in any manner with 
the company's plant and from mo- 
lesting or intimidating or threaten* 
ening those desiring to work at the 
mills, and from congregating or 
picketing the mill or the houses of 
employment for the purpose of in- 
timidation. To put the matter in 
a nutahell, the decision applies the 
now well-established doctrine that 
while strikers cannot be compelled 
to work if they do not like the terms 
offered, they cannot, by any con 
duct savoring of intimidation, pre 
vent others desirous of working 
from filling the places they have 
left vacant.

We 
refer to that economy which, rath- 
er than expend a few dollars for an 
improved breed of hogs or cows, 
will continue to feed corn to hogs 
that can never be fattened except 
at an expense greater than the 
worth of the pork; that will persist 
in squeeqing a' few pints of milk 
from a lean, bagless cow that eon- 
sumes provender to such an extent 
as to make milk a costly luxury. 
We refer to that eeoqpmy begotten 
in ignorance and continued by cus- 
tom. It results from a want of 
thought and calculation, and no 



one who pradiees it can be pros. 

perous or be accounted a good 

farmer. 1 1 becomes our farmers to 
make every edge cut, to persist in 
no course that will not pay, and to 
bring to bear on their business as 
much mind as muscle. They 
should be able to tell what every 
barrel of corn and every pound of 
cotton or tobacco costs, what are 
the proflta or losses on stock-rais- 
ing, and whether the labor they 
employ can be rendered more prof- 
itable by a diange in their asethod 
of farming. Let them count up 
the difference in the profits of a 
farm by using nothing but the best 
tools, cultivatir.g nothing but the 
best land, rearing nothing but the 
best animals, emplojring nothing 
but the best labor, and they will 
soon see where the paths of their 
prosperity aiid thrift lie. 

There is another fact they must 
learn — that farmers, no more than 
other tradea or profeasions, can be 
prosperous without giving their 
time aod attention to their busi- 
ness. 

A farmer must give his undivided 

attention to his business if he 
would succeed. There can be no 
substitute for his presence, simply 
becsuse no other can feel the same 
interest in bis business that he can. 
If he cannot do this, if he cannot 
love his pursuit, he had better aban- 
don it. The first element of success 
any business is to learn to love 
that business. A man should not 
succeed in any pursuit by neglect- 
ing it. It would be contrary to 
the immutable laws of nature. 
That which a man sows that shall 
he also reap. Without this law 
there would be no incentive to am- 
bition, to industry, to energy or to 
honesty. Indolence and idleness 
would be as profitable as industry 
and energy. We might as soon 
expect a man to be good without 
being moral, or a thief to be honest 
while he is stealing, as lor men to 
be prosperous without being at- 
tentive to busineas.
